The Zeppelin raiders, on the 
other hand, were slayers of non-com 
batants against all the rules of war- 
fare. Yet no personal vengeance has 
been taken upon the living, and the 
dead have been buried with the rites 
of the church and with Lnglish mili- 
tary men in attendance. If the Ger- 
mans could stop hating England long 
enough, they might feel a little sense 
of shame at the Philadel.

Locating Profitable Parts of the Bus- 
iness and the Lines That 


Do Not Pay 
Most farmers who make much pro- 
gress keep accotfnts. They figure 


closely on the returns from their 
whole business each year, and also on 
jeach branch of it. When they sell a 
load of cattle they can tell about how 
{they paid out. They know how much 
it costs them to grow corn, oats and 
wheat. They know how much inter- 
est they are making on their invest- 
ments or how much they have left 
}out of their income for their own 
time, after allowing current rates of 
interest on their capital, There is no 
other way whereby they can surely 
locate the profitable parts of their 
business and determine which lines 
are not paying. 

rhe great trouble with farm ac- 
counts is that they are neglected 
during the summer when work in the 
fields requires long days of attention. 
Then, too, some men do not hit on a 
system of accounts which allows an- 
alysis of the business at the end of 
the year. Accounts miss their most

important object unless they can be 
summarized to reveal the factors that 
make success or failure. With this 
end in view, some of the county agri- 
cultural improvement associations are 
making an organized effort to induce 
members to keep accounts. A_ spe- 
cial effort in this direction is com- 
mendable.

How Belgian Babies 
Are Being Cared For 


Nine Thousand Little Victims of 
German Cruelty to Be Looked 
After 


An Englishman, who has just_re- 
turned to London from a visit to Bel- 
gium, tells the following story of 
what he saw in the baby canteens: 

“Fancy if you can nearly nine 
thousand little beggars under three 
years, unable to shift for them- 
selves, unable to do anything, the 
victims of German cruelty. These are 
the children that are now being pro- 
tected and cared for in the communes 
that have established these canteens. 
Two hundred and forty-nine thousand 
meals a month are necessary to feed 
those children, and no one can pic- 
ture for a minute the care that de- 
volves on those who are looking after 
them, 

“If there is a power that metes out 
vengeance, surely stich vengeance 
will be visited on the brutes that 
have made these little ones the ob- 
ject of their attacks, Poor little kid- 
dies; most of them will never know 
who their parents were; their parents 
will never know what became of 
them, Their mothers, weeping and 
crying out for their babes, have been 
torn from them by the Germans and 
sent to Germany or shot on some 
slight excuse. I wish I could impress 
on you what this means. 

“Others of these noble Belgian wo- 
men have given up their little ones 
with only the hope that they will not 
starve to death left to cheer them in 
return for the sacrifice. 

“These are the things that Belgium 
has done for us. These emaciated 
little tots are the monument that has | 
been erected to Belgium heroism. 
This is the country’s reward for 
standing between us and Germany in 
these dark days early in the war.” 


German Navy Has 
Limited Ocean Range

The Stockholm correspondent of 
the Manchester Guardian, in a letter

“Germany has practical control of | 
the southern approach to the sound | 
between Denmark and Sweden.

Bounty To Be Paid 
In France on Wheat 


Government to Control Retail Prices 
of Butter and Cheese 


The French senate passed a reso- 
lution authorizing the French minis- 
ter of the interior to fix the limits of 
retail selling prices of butter and 
cheese, These products are now 
bringing from 50 per cent. to 150 per 
cent. more than they did before the 
war, 

The Chamber of Deputies adopted 
a bill presented by the government 
authorizing a bounty on wheat har- 
vested in France next year. The bill 
provides for a bounty equivalent to 
l6c a bushel on such wheat, and an 
amendment was adopted providing 
for an allowance of 20 francs each 
additional hectare (about 2 1-2 acres) 
devoted to wheat growing. 

The minister of commerce, Eeti- 
enne Clementel, said that the govern- 
ment now had in service 76 grain car- 
rying ships for purchases made di- 
rectly from foreign governments.

- Cold Pack Method 

Mrs. McBeath, a fine old Scotch 
lady, who has been in this country 40 
years and, by her knowledge of inedi- 
cine has many times saved the lives 
of man and beast in her community,

the H.E.S., gave a most interesting 
demonstration in up-to-date canning, 
to the members and friends of the 
Woman's Institute last week, says the 
Virden Advance, 


Mrs. McBeath is one of the preg 
who are never too old to learn. She 
was the first person in Western Can- 
ada to introduce the new method of 
canning at home, in tins as well as 
glass jars, by what is known as the 
cold pack method, a Bae | improve- 
ment both in labor and quality on the 
ordinary way. 

This method was introduced and 
brought to perfection in the women’s 
and boys’ and girls’ clubs of the Unit- 
ed States by Mr. Benson (Superin- 
tendent of the Extension Service, 
Department of Agriculture for the 
Pated States), who belieyes that the 
health of every family detnands fresh 
vegetables and fruit every day in the 
year. By this simple, inexpensive 
method, girls and boys of 12 or 14 
years piy can the surplus garden 
stuff for the whole family. In many 
places in the States boys and girls 
are earning money and utting them- 
selves through college by doing this 
work for the community on a per- 
centage basis. Mrs. McBeath brought 
the first canner into this province, 
from the United States; with freight 
and tariff charges it cost $14, 
Through her influence, the Merrick- 
Anderson Co., Winnipeg, made tnem 
last year for $7.50; Mr. Bridgett of 
our own town has offered them to 
the Woman's Institute, in half-dozen 
lots, at $6.65 @ trifle more for single 
orders), Mr. Bridgett is also looking 
into the matter of cans, and next year 
the complete outfit will be able to be 
purchased in Virden at very reason- 
able prices. This is going to mean 
something to the whole district, as 
several of our merchants have assur- 
ed the writer that they will be glad 
to purchase any surplus stuff, and al- 
ready the Department of Agriculture 
is arranging with the Kelvin technical 
school to originate a suitable label 
for the cans. Everyone interested in 
the work of the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Clubs, both parents and teachers, 
ought to encourage them to plan now 
first-class gardens for another year, 
securing good yielding, uniform seed 
of the different varieties. The De- 
partment of Agriculture might advise 
in this, f 

The town children need not be de- 
prived, as there are numbers of va- 
cant lots and their use in this way 
would be an improvement to the town 
as_well as a benefit to the children 
using them, and it is possible the 
Council might have them ploughed 
and prepared if they were guaranteed 
to be properly cared for, In this way, 
instead of having, as many families 
ij the winter, potatoes for 
their only vegetable, and these often 
frozen, they may have with very little 
more than the trouble of growing 
them, plenty of first-class vegetables, 
better than any they can buy, as they 
can be picked and done when in good 
condition. This is one way in which 
we may increase the food supply, 
help our Empire and also encourage 
habits of thrift which we Canadians 
may yet need to practice, 

In the matter of jars for the finer 
fruits or for exhibition purposes, 
there is none that equals the econ- 
omy jar, The writer attended a large 
world exhibition a few years ago, 
where the prize collection was put up 
in these jars, and when the exhibition 
was over the owner called in one of 
the local merchants to see it, and in 
five minutes the sale was made which 
netted her a nice sum. 


Flax Production 


Agricultural War Book Treats This 
Subject in a Comprehen- 
sive Way 


In the Agricultural War Book for 
1916 there are several pages devoted 
to particulars regarding the cultiva- 
tion of flax in Canada, principally in 
Ontario, although in Quebec, Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan the plant is 
cultivated to some extent. The 
Principle contributor to the subject in 
the War Book is Mr. James A. Mc- 
Cracken, Secretary of the Canadian 
Flax rowers’ Association, with 
headquarters at St. Mary’s, Ont. In 
giving statistics regarding the some- 
what limited cultivation of flax in 
this country, Mr. McCracken says: 
“Canada can do a good deal more in 
this direction than she is doing. The 
urgency grows stronger when we ap- 
preciate that every acre of flax de- 
voted to fibre purposes means from 
$75 to $100 in exports, Whatever flax 
we export goes mainly to the New 
England mills and to Ireland, thereby 
assisting in relieving directly or in- 
directly the needs of the hour,” 


Mr. McCracken goes a great deal 
fuller into this subject in a pamphlet 
issued under the auspices of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa, en- 
titled “A Review of the Status and 
Possibilities of Flax Production and 
mactpaiasion in Canada,” He 
sketches the history of the production 
n C giving figures which show 
that, cong te the prospects, there has 
been a decrease instead of the ap- 
parently warranted increase. How- 
ever, it is satisfactory to know, on the 
same authority, that “the tide of re-

Conservation of Humanity 
a More General Interest 
in Social Welfare 


With the idea in yiew of pain 
ing community problems, promotin 
a more general interest in social wel- 
fare and providing expert advice and 
assistance to any community desirous 
of organizing its forces for more effi- 
wient ns ora the bra omorigpd of 
the three prairie provinces have org- 
anized a Bureau of Social Researe’ 
which will be under the joint control 
of the three provincial governments, 
The gh fe is to make a practical 
study of all social problems affecting 
a community, and a more careful in- 
vestigation of general social welfare 
Guest ons than has hitherto been pos- 
sible by any existing government, 


One of the functions of the bureau 
is to secure information, and this will 
be done through co-operation with 
‘igh and private agencies and also 
’y special investigation, The forma- 
tion thus secured will be disseminat- 
ed by means of reports, bulletins, the 
public press, lectures, correspond- 
ence, etc, 


During the first year two kinds of 
investigations will be carried on, One 
will be the care of immigrants and 
particular attention will be paid to the 
Ruthenians who are settled in large 
numbers in each of the three prov- 
inces. The second will be a prelim- 
inary inquiry with regard to the pro- 
per care of the feeble-minded. 

The conditions are practically the 
same in each of the three provinces, 
the provincial authorities have 
been co-operating for some time in 
the provision of institutions for the 
care of the various classes of depen- 
dents, 


Each of the provinces will have an 
advisory council that will consist of 
one cabinet minister and five other 
members, When each of these coun- 
cils has been organized two represen- 
tatives from each will form an inter- 
provincial council which will have 
charge of the general policy of the 
bureau. 

The cabinet ministers have been 
chosen for each of the provinces as 
follows: Alberta, Honorable J. R. 
Boyle; Saskatchewan, Honorable J. 
A. Calder; Manitoba, Honorable Doc- 
tor Thornton, Each holds the port- 
folio of Minister of Education in his 
government. J. S. Woodsworth is 
the director of the new bureau, and 
the head office is in Winnipeg, where 
all the data collected is properly 
compiled into statistics that will al- 
ways be at the disposal of inquirers. 

The bureau will deal solely with the 
human resources of the country, an 
endeavor to investigate and determine 
the way in which these resources can 
be best developed and conserved, and 
the different peoples in the Dominion 
welded into one harmonious whole 
will illustrate what higher civilization 
means. 


As yet the work is only in the pre- 
liminary stage, but questionnaires 
have een sent out to ministers, 
school teachers, and secretaries of the 
various farmers’ and women’s organ- 
izations throughout the provinces en- 
quiring as to social conditions ob- 
taining in various districts, and the 
information secured in this way will 
be supplemented by particulars ob- 
tained as a result of special studies in 
certain districts. 

A member of Mr. Woodsworth’s 
staff has been engaged in investigat- 
ing conditions in the Ruthenian col- 
ony near Vonda, Sask., and other 
communities will also be visited by 
trained investigators who will get in 
touch with the people and report on 
local conditions. The bureau will also 
take up the question of legislation de- 
signed to remedy the social life of the 
rural districts and of the provinces as 
a whole. 

The Bureau of Social Research has 
really developed from the Canadian 
Welfare League, which was formed 
some time ago with somewhat similar 
objects in view. It was thought, how- 
ever, that the peculiar conditions pre- 
vailing in the West were such that a 
separate organization would be better 
able to cope with the situation, which 
was very similar in each of the three 
provinces. 


Assist Trade With Our Allies 


Direct Line From Canada to France 
Will Be Inaugurated 

The establishment of a direct 
steamship service between St. Na- 
zaire, France, and Halifax during the 
winter months, was announced at 
Halifax by Frank Martin, of the Ma- 
rine Navigation Company, of London, 
There will be monthly sailings and 
the vessels engaged, it was said, will 
be of considerable tonnage, 

Most of Canada’s imports from 
France heretofore have been via New 
York, and it was stated that the new 
line would reduce ireignt rates and 
require less time for delivery. . Mr. 
Martin said the service would be in- 
augurated with the arrival at Halifax 
of the steamer Nigaristan on Nevem- 
ber 5th,

There have been various estimates, 
the most popular being 10 per cent., 
but this point is not of importance, 
because the percentage would be 
about the same in all countries, On 
this basis Frank Simonds, the Amer- 
ican war expert, calculates that Ger- 
many and Austria had originally avail- 
able about 12,000,000 soldiers, either 
trained or potential, The Allies had 
He calculated that the Allies’ total 
casualties have been 10,000,000, or 
one-third of their total strength; 
while the total casualties of the Cen- 
tral Powers have been 8,000,000, or

However, he makes 
some allowances. For instance, he 
has no doubt that the German lists 
minimize the losses of that power 
and probably exaggerate the losses of 
the Russians. There will not be much 
disagreement on this point, but since 
Mr. Simonds prepared his article 
facts have come to light which tend 


q|to vitiate his conclusions with regard 


to the situation on the western front. 
For example, while he says that the 
Germans lost about half a million men 
at Verdun, their losses being double 
those of the French, because they 
were on the offensive, the Germans, 
being on the defensive upon the 
Somme, will suffer far less than the 
British and French.

What is the arrangement proposed? 
Congregations or ministers desiring 
change apply, through the Presby- 
tery, to the Settlement Committee. 
The changes sought will ordinarily be 
made at the end of the Church or 
Conference year. 

In anticipation of a yacancy at the 
end of the year a congregation may 
call or invite any minister of the 
Church, and may submit other names, 
if their first request cannot be grant- 


If it is found impossible to issue 
the matter at the end of the year, a 
further period not yet fixed will be 
allowed during which a call may be 
issued, 

But to guard against long and in- 
jurious vacancies, if a congregation 
fails to take action at the end of this 
further period, the Settlement Com- 
mittee is empowered to make an ap- 
pointment. But as, at the end of any 
year, application may be made for 
change, this appointment, if unsatis- 
factory to either party, may then 
come up for review. 

If on account of death or some oth- 
er emergency a vacancy occurs dur- 
ing the year, Presbytery shall confer 
with the charge and may thereafter 
arrange a supply to the end of the

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A Valuable Report 


Seventh Annual Report of the Com- 
mission of Conservation 


The focussing of public attention 
in Canada upon the problem of 
strengthening our national organiza- 
tion through increased industrial and 
commercial efficiency lends special 
value and interest to the Seventh An- 
nual Report of the Commission of 
Conservation, which has just been is- 
sued, The activities of this commis- 
sion, relating to the entire field of 
primary co aim to secure 

reater efficiency in basic industry— 
n the development and utilization of 
Canada’s natural resources. 

The resume of the past year’s work 
is notable primarily for the progress 
recorded in the constructive pro- 

ramme entered upon by the newly- 
ormed town planning branch, with 
respect to one of our greatest and 
most urgent aational problems, viz. 
the proper use and development of 
land, particularly in urban areas. 
Town-planning legislation of an ad- 
vanced character has been secured in 
several provinces, and thorough in- 
vestigation of housing conditions has 
also been undertaken with a view to 
the drafting of model housing laws. 
Rapid progress has been achieved in 
the promotion of independent civic 
organization throughout the Domin- 
ion for the purpose of securing more 
general and thorough study of public 
questions. 

A second noteworthy feature is the 
attention devoted by the commission 
to the reduction of the heavy econ- 
omic handicap imposed upon Canada 
through her enormous annual fire 
losses. The commission is engaged 
in a careful study of the causes, the 
extent and best methods of remedy- 
ing this avoidable tax upon the coun- 
try’s resources, 


The section of the report contain- 
ing the results of an agricultural sur- 
vey in four representative counties 
presents accurate and definite data re- 
garding the deficiencies of Canada’s 
chief industry and affords a valuable 
indication of the lines along which 
efforts to improve rural conditions, 
economic and social, should be di- 
rected, 


Steady progress has been made by 
the commission in the huge task of 
national stock-taking, the urgent ne- 
cessity for which becomes daily more 
apparent. Recent experience has 
served to emphasize the need for ac- 
curate knowledge of the nature and 
extent of the Dominion’s wealth in 
lands, forests, minerals, water pow- 
ers, fisheries and wild life, as a guid- 
ance to intelligent and permanent na- 
tional expansion. 

The report, which 1s bound in cloth 
and well illustrated, constitutes an 
important addition to the literature 
on Canada’s resources and the prob- 
lems connected with their efficient ad- 
ministration and development.

And how foolish of me to look 
for one in a little country town! 


The train was soon rolling onward. 
But I did not look out the window as 
before. I sat thinking, and thinking 
deeply. Why was it that the people 
of the North Side of that city were 
desirous that the traveller should 
know all about their locality while the 
residents of that rural district were 
not? Why did they at the one place 
put up a sign for enlightenment while 
at the other place they did not? 
Wouldn't it be to the good of the 
rural community, just the same as to 
the city community, to have the good 
things about it known abroad? I could 
see no difference. 

Had I been looking for a farm, 
think what it would have meant to 
me to have gazed out my car window 
at that country town and read from 
a nice well-kept billboard that which 
would have informed me as to how 
many miles of mud road, gravel road, 
stone road and water-bound ike 
there was in the community.

Steady Flow From U. 8. 
Into Canadian West 


C.P.R. Endeavor to Secure British 
Colonists for Ready-Made 
Farms 


According to Mr. J. S. Dennis, ase 
sistant to the President of the C.P.R, 
and head of that railway's Depart- 
ment ef Natural Resources, the flow 
of American settlers into Western 
Canada since the beginning of the 
war has been constant and is increas- 


ing. He made this statement in an« 
swer to questions submitted to him 
by the Dominions Royal Commission, 
sitting in Montreal to inquire into 


trade conditions of the Empire. 

Commissioner R. Sinclair, of New 
Zealand, inquired if the American sé¢t- 
tlers in Western Canada had become 
Canadian citizens in the technical 
sense of the term, and Mr, Dennis re- 
plied that a large number of them be- 
came citizens of Canada to this ex- 
tent, that they became naturalized 
Canadians, and took an interest in 
provincial and municipal politics, but 
they were'not concerned as other 
Canadians were in the great struggle 
the Empire was making today. 

Mr. Dennis said the total land 
grants to the company were 27,787, 
921 acres, all situated in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and British Columbia, 
There have been sold to date 21,275,- 
527 acres, leaving a balance available 
for sale of 6,511,394 acres. The sale 
of the 21,000,000 acres approximately 
realized $100,396,817. Some of the 
land sold had come back to the com- 
pany through the failure of purchas- 
ers to pay their installments on about 
7,000,000 acres, 

Mr. Dennis said the C.P.R. was an- 
xious to obtain as large a number of 
colonists as possible from Great Bri- 
tain, and established an organization 
in Great Britain covering 150 agencies 
in an endeavor to induce people to 
come to Western Canada. It prepar- 
ed one hundred “ready-made farms” 
to start with. They comprised an 
area of 160 acres each, and were re- 
stricted entirely to British coloniza- 
tion. The company secured one 
hundred families from Great Britain 
to take up these farms, but it did not 
have very much success, because it 
was unfortunate in its selection, 

Mr. Bosworth, vice-president of the 
C.P.R., gave an outline of what his 
company had done to encourage im- 
migration to the Canadian Northwest, 
referring particularly to its advertis- 
ing campaigns in Europe and_ the 
United States, and explained the com- 
pany’s system of promoting trade, 


Prohibition Success 


Old Ontario Realizing the Benefits 
from Prohibition Law 


The experience of prohibition in 
Ontario has justified all its friends 
claimed for it. The reports astonish- 
ed the reader at the number of places 
that did not have an arrest for drun- 
kenness during the first two weeks. 
In the City of London three days in 
one week there was not a single 
drunk and the police were almost 
idle. At Camp Borden there was not 
a drunk for a week among twenty- 
five thousand men and there was a 
marked improvement in discipline of 
the entire camp, The St. Thomas 
Journal is quoted as saying: “The pre- 
dictions of the wets that there would 
be a large bottle business has been 
knocked into a cocked hat by actual 
results,” 

Probably the best proof of the suc- 
cess of prohibition has been furnish- 
ed by Toronto. On Monday, the 18th, 
there were 135 drunks.in the police 
court, on Tuesday 6, on Wednesday 
none, on Thursday 2, on Friday 2, 
and on Saturday 2, Evidently prohi- 
bition works well in Toronto, Hamil- 
ton and London, 

Another result of prohibition is a 
considerable improvement in busi- 
ness. The Pioneer remarks: “Al- 
ready the money saved from bar- 
rooms is helping legitimate business 
of every city and town in the prov- 
ince in which local option was not in 
force.” “Street car conductors told 
how much quieter were their night 
loads, policemen had an easier job, 
and many wives who before had done 
their Saturday marketing alone car- 
ried home larger parcels than usual 
walking beside their sober husbands. 
Even a newsboy reported having sold 
twenty more papers than usual.” 

The Star 1s quotea as saying: “The 
majority of a score of merchants was 
emphatic in their statements that pro- 
hibition has benefitted their business 
by materially increasing the number 


and amount of purchases made by 
their customers,” One merchant 
said: “Last Saturday was pay day, 


and I noticed that old customers 
whose purchases were limited to one 
dollar, during the last week's call 
made purchases of five dollars or 
over, something these men had never 
been known to do before. And they 
seemed happy to have the money to 
spend,” 

Mr. Geo, Wright, of the Walker 
House, said in part: “We have been 
doing a very good business during 
the past two weeks, Our hotel bas 
been filled to capacity.”

War Workers in 
__ Great Britain 


Turning Out as Much Ammunition in 
4 Days as Used to Take 
12 Months 


H. E. Morgan, a director of the la 
bor supply department of the Imper- 
ial ministry of munitions, who has 
been sent to Canada to advise with 
the Imperial munitions board here as 
to labor problems in the Dominion in 
connection with munitions work, has 
arrived in Ottawa. In an interview 
Mr. Morgan gave some illuminating 
facts about the way Great Britain 
organized her war industries and util+ 
ized under government supervision 
every resource of the nation. 

Mr. Morgan points out that at the 
present time Great Britain, through 
effective organization, is now turn- 
ing out in four days as large an out- 
put of heavy shells as was turned out 
in 12 months in 1914-15. In three 
weeks Britain can now turn out as 
much 18-pounder ammunition as she 
produced in the first 12 months of the 
war, In 1914 the total number of war 
workers was under 260,000; today the 
total is 3,500,000, 

“We are now manufacturing and 
shipping to France,” said Mr. Mor- 
gan, “every week about as much as 
the whole pre-war stock of land ser- 
vice ammunition in Great Britain. 
There are over 4,000 engineering and 
other establishments controlled by 
the ministry of munitions, the major 
portion of whom are 
nothing but war material.
